If land be 
put op at more than ita known value, it will 
not sell at all ; If put up at irw, intelligent 
competition will secure for it aa much aa 
it it really worth. Tbe Crown would 
therefore be no lover, if it wore put up at 
a penny an acre, 

The Colonial Tr«*sc*kb, who, of 
course, knows the movements of lha 
land market well, ia salted — 1 Do you be-

Tha Suatvavoa-OiNBnAL, whose offi- 
cial experience is alio moat ample, having 
held bit appointment fifteen yean, says —
